MUZZLING THE PBESS 


FREE SPEECH DENIED 


Property Owners Not Al­ 
lowed to Speak Free­ 
ly to the Board of 
Trustees.

Last evening at the meeting of the 
Board of Trustees of the town of 
Berkeley the first lieutenant of the 
trio ring combination as a presei t 
composed, endeavored to do the 
dirtiest work it has ever attempted 
and that would make the squid fish 
envious. 
While a good many resi­ 
dents of this town take but little, if 
any, interests in the managements 
of its affairs, there are a**great 
number who have to support in 
a 
financial 
way the acts of 
of those to whom has been given the 
authority of disposing the money 
placed under their care as a sacred 
trust. 
Fortunately 
c r unfortunately 
the burden comes upon the medium 
or poorer class. It would naturally 
be supposed that these natural sus­ 
taining elements of the government 
would or should have a voice. 


Whether Berkeley has a different 
kind of government from that of al­ 
most all of the Eastern cities where 
the principal officers have become 
convicts from malfeasance in office, 
time will determine. 


That Berkeley has venal officers 
goes without saying, as was evidenced 
in routine mattters of the late Board 
where a Trustee was pulled down on 
street contract 
business. 
It was 
either eat crow or answer to malfeas­ 
ance in office. 
The fellow eat crow. 
Eating one dish sometimes necessi­ 
tates like following like, or a counter 
imitant of the strongest kind. 


One 
thing follows another and in 
these reflections we are led to look 
upon the actions of public officers, 
and if aught we see in them to con­ 
demn, just give everybody the bene­ 
fit of your good experience, that 
some benefit may be derived from it. 


In criticising, where there was any­ 
thing warranted, as lar as the public 
officers of Berkeley were concerned 
to the general public, this paper has 
been more than kind in overlooking 
errors. 
At times it would seem that 
they weae from unacquaintance with 
public life and the use of public in­ 
stitutions. 
Time helps a good peda­ 
gogue and it soon becomes 
first 
opaque and then quite transparent 
that 
Berkeley's government had a 
coil around its neck more effective in 


its strangling than any snake ever 
known in history. 


Such has been its effects that in­ 
stead of what the whole history of 
our 
government and religion has 
taught us that to a certain extent we 
are free, we find the chains about us 
stronger than fetters about the slave 


To illustrate in the Board of Trus 
tees any one observant of its usages 
cannot 
help 
but notice that the 
President decides all questions upon 
the technical passage at arms in this 
way. 
One member, and it is always 
the same person, makes a motion. 
The 
President, if the question is 
favorable to his ideas, immediately 
says, "Such is the motion—all in 
favor say aye—the 
motion 
is Jcar 
ried." 
There are probabiy 
more 
than a dozen of these acts which be 
come nominally laws that are per­ 
petrated by the President of the 
Board of Trustees at every meeting 
of that body. 
If this 
smells to 
Heaven take it. That the controlling 
influences of the Board of Trustees 
today is corrupt as can be, it takes 
but a very little attention to find out 
When the controlling influence of 
any body of men, at the present time 
of life, attempts by any influence 
whatever to smother, kill or surrep- 
ticuously destroy the efficiency of the 
press which di-stributes knowledge to 
the world, they will meet the dis 
aster which occurred after Bellshaz 
zar's Feast. 
Put this in a place 
where you will remember, and do not 
forget, Board of Trustees, that the 
GAZETTE is a live paper, and does 
not hesitate to call names in such a 
way that the every man can under­ 
stand. 
We have more to say farther 
on about matters that appertain to 
the welfare of Berkeley, which is our 
home and welfare.

Around Mt. Diablo- 


On 
Saturday 
morning 
last 
two 
young men of Berkeley, William and 
Fred Atchison, left the West end 
with a team to go to the top of Mt. 
Diablo. 
Leaving at about 9 o'clock 
a. m. they passed through Temescal, 
and arrived at the Fish ranch about 
noon, where the young men sat down 
to one of the finest dinners they ever 
partook of in their lives. 
The moun 
tain 
trout 
and 
cutlontail 
rabbit, 
washed down with 
proper liquids, 


was 
rather more luxurious than every 
day life. 


Passing through the town of La 
fayette they arrived at their uncle's 
ranch, near the foot of Mount Diablo, 
late in the afternoon. 


After a good night's rest the young 
men, with others accompanying, com­ 
menced the ascent of the 
mountain 
on the north side at 4 o'clock in the 
morning. 
At the cross roads when 
about half way up the steep ascent, 
looking upward' dark spots can be 
seen which afterwards proved to be 
mouths of caves. 
They 
determined 
to make an exploration and see what 


was 
in those holes. 
This was easy 
to think of but not so easy to per­ 
form. 
Persevering they reached the 
first opening^ not without torn clothes,, 
scratched 
hands 
and bruised legs, 
however. 
Resting 
awhile, 
Fred 
made the start to go inside and find 
out something about what was there. 
He had no light, except that made 


by 
matches, and was soon inside 
about 
twenty feet when he found 
an apparently deep basin of water. 


To 
get on the other side, farther into 
the mountain, he clung to the rocky 
edges of the rim of the basin and 
finally got on the far side. 
He was 
afraid of encountering 
some wild 
animals, which are often cn the out­ 
side of the mountain, and kept his 
gun 
handy 
for 
an 
emergency. 
Gradually creeping along the gTound 
he got in what proved to him 
then 
the far end of the cave. 
In there 


was 
charred remains of wood, evi­ 
dently been used by some previous 
visitor. 


A small fire was kindled, which lit 
up the place. 
In his estimation the 
open space above reached upwards 


of seventy feet and the light from the 
fire caused him to see many 
bright 
shiny objects in the vast dome above. 


Bats now began to fly about him, 
which did not suit his fancy much. 
Looking closer about him, he picked 
up specimens of rock strongly im­ 
pregnated with copper, a stone pestle 


for 
a mortar, with One side of the 
handle chipped off. 
Pretty soon the 
air became oppressive with smoke, 
and he had to creep back on his 
hands and knees with his 
mouth 
close to the ground for fresh air. 


He 
worked in the 
mines con. 
siderable, and he thinks that proba­ 


bly 
a great many years ago that this 
cave or tunnel was opened by Indi­ 
ans. 
He wilr visit the place again, 
better prepared, however, for a more 
thorough exploration.

of the United States. 
They left the 
top of the mountain at 2 o'clock and! 
arrived back to West Berkeley at 8 
o'clock in the evening.
